College.  Much  of  our  work  has  been  done  diligently  and  quietly  as  we 
continue  to  build  an  infrastructure  from  inside  that  provides  a  solid  base 
in  management  systems  and  fiscal  stability  for  new  academic  program 
growth. 

We  also  completed  major  initiatives  that  had  been  planned  for  success:  a  10-year 
grant  of  accreditation,  the  opening  of  the  Reggie  Lewis  Track  &  Athletic  Center  and  the 
comprehensive  upgrade  of  our  academic  and  administrative  computer  systems. 

The  result  is  a  vital  and  unique  College  that  has  achieved  success  in  its  endeavors 
and  has  a  stronger  image  in  the  greater  Roxbury  communities  we  serve.  That's  why  we 
believe  Roxbury  Community  College  is  where  futures  begin. 

The  accreditation  by  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  marks 
formal  recognition  of  the  significant  progress  we  have  made  on  many  fronts:  academic, 
management,  fiscal,  student  services  and  educational  quality. 

RCC's  new  Reggie  Lewis  Track  &  Athletic  Center  culminates  a  30-year  promise 
to  build  an  indoor  facility  for  high  school  athletes  from  around  the  state.  For  RCC,  it  marks 
a  significant  level  of  development.  We  now  have  an  excellent  athletic  center  for  college 
students  and  the  Roxbury  community  —  one  that  allows  us  to  expand  our  educational 
offerings  to  provide  for  athletic  training,  sports  management  and  sports  medicine. 

The  computer  system  upgrade  was  made  possible  by  the  release  of  $1.9  million  in 
capital  funding  through  the  combined  efforts  of  the  Legislature  and  Executive  Offices.  As 
our  society  demands  workers  with  advanced  technical  training,  this  computer  system  will 
allow  us  to  offer  cutting  edge  programs  and  courses. 

All  of  our  efforts  are  guided  by  our  unique  place  in  this  city  and  region.  We  remain 
committed  to  provide  quality  education  to  a  diverse  student  population  and  to  be  a  strong 
resource  for  our  community.

Ahc  past  year  has  been  a  time  of  tremendous  physical  and  organizational 
growth  at  Roxbury  Community  College,  as  financial  and  administrative 
structures  stabilized  and  academic  offerings  were  expanded  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  21st  century.  Highlighting  these  achievements  was  the 
opening  of  the  Reggie  Lewis  Track  and  Athletic  ("enter  (RLTAC)  in  the 
Fall  of  1995.  This  $17  million  complex  features  a  world-class  indoor  track, 
gymnasium  and  multi-purpose  facilities  that  are  used  daily  by  RCC 
students,  community  members  and  public  high  school  athletes  from 
across  the  Commonwealth.  In  the  days  ahead,  the  RLTAC  will  strengthen 
the  bond  between  academics  and  athletics  as  RCC  moves  forward  with 
the  development  of  new  health  related  degree  and  certificate  programs, 
supported  by  the  facility's  instructional  resources  and  space. 

As  the  physical  plant  has  expanded,  the  student  body  has  also 
grown.  Over  the  past  three  years,  day  and  evening  enrollment  has 
increased  by  35.7  percent.  Currently,  there  are  approximately  3,000 
students  attending  RCC. 

The  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  (NEASC) 
review  was  completed  in  the  Spring  of  1995  with  a  strong  positive  outcome. 
RCC  earned  highest  honors  and  a  10-year  reaccreditation.As  RCC  strives  for 
continued  academic  excellence  and  growth,  the  College  will  be  guided  by 
the  NEASC  recommendations.

Fiscal  Stability 

Balancing  the  budget  has  been  a  priority  over  the  past  three  years, 
and  in  1995,  RCC  achieved  this  objective.  The  College  today  is  on  solid 
financial  footing  and  continues  to  implement  new  budget  processes  and 
controls  that  will  further  strengthen  its  position. 

In  1995,  the  RCC  Fiscal  Affairs  Office  initiated  the  following  changes: 

•  Performed  enhanced  monthly  and  quarterly  reviews  and  analyses; 

•  Restructured  the  Budget  and  Institutional  Research  Offices; 

•  Developed  and  implemented  a  budget  preparation  manual; 

•  Refined  the  vendor  selection  process  and  vendor  contract 
management  with  an  emphasis  on  reducing  costs. 

Technological  Improvements 

Students,  faculty  and  administrators  have  begun  training 
on  the  new  computer  system.  This  technological  advance  will  support 
significant  operational  improvements  in  the  Registrar,  Bursar,  Admissions, 
and  Budget  and  Business  Offices.  New  hardware  has  been  installed  in 
instructional  computer  labs,  and  the  selection  of  upgraded  software 
systems  is  underway.  As  we  move  into  the  21st  century,  it  is  anticipated 
RCC  will  become  a  model  for  bilingual  instructional  technology 

Academic  Achievement 

If  academics  are  the  College's  heart,  student  services  are  its  soul, 
and  1995  brought  a  long-awaited  infusion  of  funds  that  will  enable  RCC 
to  develop  and  improve  academic  student  services  over  the  next  five 
years.  The  $650,000  Balfour  Foundation  grant  awarded  in  January  1995 
enables  RCC  to  streamline  and  enhance  its  academic  planning  and 
programs  over  the  next  five  years.

With  an  eye  on  the  occupational  and  educational  needs  of 
the  future,  RCC  has  instituted  new  academic  programs  in  Criminal 
Justice  and  Paralegal  Studies,  Communications/Broadcasting,  and  Media 
Technology;  Certified  Home  Health  Aid/Nursing  Assistant,  and  Physical 
Education.  New  programs  in  Athletic  Training,  Sports  Management,  and 
Sports  Medicine  are  in  development  in  conjunction  with  the  opening  of 
the  Reggie  Lewis  Track  and  Athletic  Center  at  RCC.  The  Division  of 
Nursing  Education  has  also  earned  accolades  in  1995.  Following  faculty 
implementation  of  an  aggressive  outreach  and  intervention  plan,  89 
percent  of  RCC  Nursing  Division  graduates  passed  the  N-CLEX 
Registered  Nurse  exam  in  1995.  This  constituted  a  10  percent  increase 
over  1994,  and  surpassed  both  state  and  national  averages. 

The  Division  of  Continuing  Education  has  also  made  substantial 
contributions  to  RCC  achievements  and  growth.  In  1995,  the  DCE  held 
graduation  ceremonies  for  students  in  three  cooperative  learning 
programs.  These  innovative  community/College  links  increase  and 
improve  job  opportunities  for  RCC  graduates.  In  addition,  55  students 
enrolled  in  the  new  RCC  Prep  program  designed  to  aid  qualified,  adult 
black  males  in  completing  the  GED  in  one  year  and  preparing  for  college 
level  coursew  ork.

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Finally,  in  an  effort  to  further  develop  close  ties  with  the  community 
in  which  we  live  and  work,  RCC  has  implemented  a  collaborative  program 
with  the  Boston  Public  Schools  that  encourages  high  school  students  to 
pursue  college  degrees.

After  all, 
RCC  is  the  place  where  futures  begin.  Administrative  and  academic 
functions  have  never  been  stronger,  and  RCC  continues  to  work  toward 
streamlining  and  stabilizing  its  support  operations  and  practices.  Two 
hallmark,  events  showcased  RCC's  growth  in  1995:  the  opening  of  the 
$17  million  Reggie  Lewis  Track  and  Athletic  Center  (RLTAC),  and  the 
installation  of  the  College's  new,  state-of-the-art  computer  system  for 
academic  and  administrative  functions.
